Washington, March 1.— (By Consti- 
tution Leased Wire.) — Charging that 
a marked resemblance is found be- 
tween conditions arising out of the 
four-power treaty with respect to the 
mandated islands of the Pacific and 
the Austrial control over the Balkan 
states, which is likely to lead to a 
repitition of the late European dis- 
turbance, Senator Watson, of Georgia,

A. W. Burson, charged with using 
the mails to promote fraud, was 
bound over to the next term of federal 
court by Judge C. J. Skinner, Jr., 
under $1,500 bond at a preliminary, 
hearing that was begun Tuesday and 
completed Wednesday. afternoon. 

The principal witness for the gov- 
ernment was B. D. Garner, of At- 
lanta, “want ad editor” of The Mar- 
ket Bulletin, a paper published by 
the state department of agriculture. 
Mr. Garner testified that Burson used 
The Bulletin regularly to advertise his 
products, but that after numerous 
complaints had been received by The 
Bulletin from Burson’s customers, Bur- 
son was denied the use of the maga- 
zine as an advertising medium. 

Funds of Others. 

Burson’s home is in north Augusta, 
and he also has a place at Monroe, 
where he is engaged in farming. In 
making his ruling Judge Skinner de- 
clared that the evidence in the case 
showed Burson to be using other 
persons’ money on which to do busi- 
ness; that the device by which he 
perpetrated his scheme was The Mar- 
ket Bulletin, and that he advertised 
a given address, but failed to use 
that address regularly being away 
from his business much of the time 
by his own admission. : 

Counsel for Burson introduced a 
number of witnesses to show that he 
had at various times a volume of 
beans, peas, as well as chickens, in 
warehouses to fill orders from his 
advertisements. 

Did Not Fill Orders. 

The government, represented by O. 
C. Cole, postal inspector for this terri- 
tory, who has been working on the 
Burson case at intervals for the past 
six months, offered evidence to show 
that Burson did not possess goods as 
advertised and that he gashed checks 
received from customers Ind used their 
money, while he filled the orders at 
leisure, some of them being 60 days 
old when given attention. 

In reply to this Burson contended 
that he was filling orders as fast as 
possible in view of the volume of 
business he was handling.

F or Lewis Murder 


Nashville, Tenn., March 1.—Charles 
Petree, Tom Christmas, Otto Stevens 


and John McClure died in the electric 
chair at the state prison this morning 
for the murder of George Lewis, of 


Knoxville, on May 30, 1921. 

The men went to their deaths with 
prayers on their lips and all except 
Petree met death calmly. An hour be- 
fore the execution Petree became ill. 
The men died in the order given: Pe- 


tree at 6:15 o'clock ; Christmas, 6 :25; 
Stevens, 6:35, and McClure at 6:40. 

The story of how the four men were 
captured and convicted of murdering 
Lewis near Clinton, Tenn., May 30, 
1921, is fraught with dramatic inci- 
dents. The gruesome murder, the wild 
chase over the mountains of east 
Tennessee for the outlaws, the subse- 
quent trial. and conviction—all served 
to engage the interest of the people 
of that section more, perhaps, n 
any murder case for many years. 

Story of Crime.

ATLANTA ALUMNI 
OF .AUBURN HEAR 
GENERAL BULLARD 


Major General Robert Lee Bullard, 
commander of the third corps area, 
United States army, with headquarters 
in New York city, was the pfincipal 
speaker Wednesday afternoon at a 
meeting of the Atlanta alumni of the 
Alabama Polytechnic college, Auburn, 
Ala., at the Capital City club. 

General Bullard commanded the first 
division overseas during the world 


war with the rank of lieutenant gen- 
eral. He is an alumnus of Auburn, 
having been graduated from that in- 
stitution in 1881. Later he completed 
a four years’ course in the United 
States Military academy. 

Accompanying General Bullard to 
Atlanta were Dr. Spright Dowell, 
president of Auburn, and C. W. Street, 
Jr., of Birmingham. The object of 
their visit was to lay before the At- 
lanta and other Georgia alumni plans 
of Auburn’s $2,000,000 drive, which 
begins March 22, next. Of this amount, 
$1,000,000 is to be raised by sub- 
scriptions from the alumni and friends 
of the institution. 

Lee Ashcraft, preminent Atlanta 
business man and president of the At- 
lanta alumni of Auburn, introduced 
the visitors. He pledged the support 
of the local alumni, both in a finan- 
cial and moral way. 

General Bullard told of the crying 
needs of Auburn, which he declared, 
had increased from 120 to 1.200 
students since he attended the college. 

“While the institution has increased 
trmendously in point of attendance,” 
he said, “there has been no decided 
improvement in the facilities of the 
college in the last 42 years. The fac- 
ulty is struggling along trying to do 
something with nothing. The only 
thing that has caused the institution 
to expand is the Auburn spirit. With- 
out this spirit, Auburn could not have 
survived.” ö 

Dr. “Dowell explained the contem- 

lated improvements that would come 
rom the money raised.

Washington March 1.—(By Consti- 
tution Leased Wire.)—The probibi- 
tion enforcement division of the bu- 
reau of internal revenue is demand- 
ing of President Harding’s reorganiza- 
tion commission that it be divorced 
from any other governmental action 
and established as an independent 
unit of-the government under the title 
“The Bureau of Prohibition.” It is 
pointed out that the fixed forces of 
the enforcement division are much 
larger in a number of states, notably 
New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, IIII- 
nis, Maryland, Kentucky, California, 
etc., than are the respective forces 
for collecting internal revenue, or the 
federal forces operating under the dis- 
trict marshals. 

The “eighteenth amendment became 
effective January 20, 1919. The Vol- 
stead act was ready on October 28. 
1919, or just two years and four 
months ago. ‘The prohibition force 
then was only a matter of a few hun- 
dred employees. In the following six 
months it grew considerably and then 
it — to grow at a tremgndous 
stride, 


: 


2,886 On Payroll. 

A canvass of the organization this 
month showed 2,886 employees on the 
payroll, That included state direc- 
tors, supervisors, agents, chemists, 
legal advisers and clerks. Directors, 
field agents and supervisors accounted 
for 1,368 of this total, and there were 
507 clerks in the field, 542 in the 

rohibition unit here and 469 ware- 

ouse agents in the bonded ware- 
houses. 

The bulk of the prohibition force is 
maintained in the states which are 
known as “wet.” 

Despite that the force in New York 
state now numbers about 300, or 
about one-tenth of the total probibi- 
tion force, it is remarked that, Prohi- 
bition Director Day, of New York, has 
just reported to headquarters that 
liquor is plentiful in the state and 
that it is a shame that “more money 
and more men are not to be had.” 

This giant octopus which has fasten- 
ed itself on the pay roll, it was point- 
ed out by one of the officials of tho 
prohibition unit, is not under civil 
service, that is, more than one-half 
of the organization is not under civil 
service, and is subject to the whims 
of practical polities. 

Potential Weapon. 


ne WHOOPING COUCH, 
“Think of it!” exclaimed this offi- 
cial. This is the largest single group 
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“The prohibition organization gets 
right down into the life of the peeple. 
There are hundreds of men in several 
states traveling, constantly associating 
with people of all grades of society 
and coming in contact with millions 
of persons each year. It is the great- 
est political organization in the coun- 
try or it could be made so.”’ 

For a moment he hesitated, and 
then went on to insist with great 
emphasis that it was not a political 
organization, not being used that way. 
and that it will not be.” But he still 
was suggesting that it might be 
thought of. 

It was possible to recall in those 
few sentences the vision of a police de- 
partment of old in any large: city. 
What a political organization it was! 
How powerful and how useful to the 
political, machine.. Whether the fed- 
eral bureau of prohibition will take on 
the dignity of a fullfledged unasso- 
ciated department or not remains to be 
seen, but as there is not altogether 
the closest official sympathy between 
Commissioner Blair and Director 
Haynes, it is assumed that the latter 
is secretly hoping that such may soon 
be the case. Also it must no be over- 
looked that the prohibition bureau, 
with all its enormous expenses, is one 
unit of the government where all 
the money goes out and nothing comes 
in.

“The survey of employment condi- 
tions made by the United States de- 
partment of labor for the month end- 
ing January 31, 1922, shows increases 
in employment in forty cities, and de- 
creases in employment in twenty-five 
cities. This monthly survey is based 
on actual figures taken from the larg- 
er industrial payrolls of the country, 
in sixty-five principal andustrial cen- 
ters. In all, 1.428 firms usually em- 
ploying mere than 500 workers each, 
or a total.of 1,600,000, are comprised 
in the survey. On January 31, these 
1,428 firms had 63,400 more employees 
on their payrolls than on December 
31, an increase of 4.2 per cent. 

“The largest increase shown for any 
city was 89.9 per cent increase at 
Detroit. Michigan, and is largely at- 
tributed to increased activity in the 
automobile industry. In this federal 
reserve district New Orleans showed 
an increase of 3.2 per cent, and At- 
lanta an increase of six-tenths of one 
per cent over the end of December, 
while Chattanooga and Birmingham 
showed decreases in employment of 16 
per cent and 6.2 per cent, respective-

American Music, 
Says Noted T enot 


BY LOUISE DOOLY. 

A strong conviction of the deepen- 
ing spirit of Americanism as to music 
was voiced last night by Frederick 
Gunster, tenor, one of the most suc- 
cessfal artists on the concert stage, 
who will be presented in recital this 
afternoon by the Atlanta Musie elub 
at Egleston hall. 

“We are losing rapidly the old feel- 
ing which dictated that a singer could 
not be a great artist unless he had 
secured his training and his prelimi- 
nary public life in Europe,” he said. 
“There is even an increasing realiza- 
tion that we do not have to go abroad 
kor, atmosphere. And whet more nat. 
ural, for the Metropolitan opera and 
the patronage of the Amer'can public 
has combed Europe of her best singers. 
They are practically all over here, as 
are the great teachers. And where 
the artists are, as well as the teachers 
and the patronage of music, there is 
very reasonably going to be found 
also the atmosphere. 

“When I was building up my musi- 
cal training some years ago, that was 
not the case, and study in Europe 
was practically essential to a hearing 
in America. I am not sorry that I had 
the experience because I learned the 
languages abroad as I probably should 
not have done at home, and I learned 
to love the oratorio through my ex- 
perience in England. Then, too, con- 
tacts with many peoples is obliged 
to be educative. 

Studied With Masters. 

With Carlo Sebastiano, who is one 
of the last surviying of the old masters 
of bel canto, Mr. Gunster studied the 
art of singing and coached in opera 
roles; in Munich he coached in con- 
cert repertoire with Albert Eisenberg 
ahd Felix Mott], and in England he 
specialized in oratorio with Watkin 
Mills.

Dean Cooley Urges Cen- 
tralized Agency to Over- 
see All Government 
Work 


Pointing out the value of the en- 
gineering profession to the country 
and urging the necessity of the es- 
tatlishment of a bureau of public 
works in the department of the in- 
terior, Dean Mortimer E. Cooley, one 
of the leading engineers of the coun- 
try and head of the college of en- 
gineering and architecture of the 
University of Michigan, delivered the 
principal address at the special meet- 
ing of the Atlanta Affiliated Tech- 
nical Societies Wednesday night at 
the chamber of commerce. 

Dean Cooley, who is president of 
the Federated American Engineering 
Societies, for which he is touring the 
nation, told of how interwoven the 
work of engineers is with every de- 
tuil of the life and prosperity of the 
country, and said that in the interest 
of the people and the prosperity of 
the federal government, a public 
works bureau, under the department 
of interior, should be established with 
engineers in charge, who should have 
supervision over practically all of the 
public works of the government. 

He said that a bill authorizing 
such a bureau has been fostered by 
th: F. A. E. S., that it has passed 
the house, received the approbation 
of the president, and that it is now 
before the senate. He pointed out 
that the public works of the govern- 
ment are now handled by seven de- 
partments and twenty-seven bureaus, 
which furnish no co-ordination. He 
also told of the success of the F. A. 
E. S. in securing necessary federal 
legislation for the patent office, caus- 
ing that office to raise its employees’ 
salaries. He said that the office is 
now two and one-half years behind 
in its work, because of its inability 
to keep good men at low salaries.
